The  imj)nrtance  of  (lie  export  trade  to  th<'  im- 
plement industry  has  also  hevn  inc  leasing  rather 
steadily,  until  the  last  three  years  have  seen 
nearly  one-quarter  of  its  products  shii)p('d  to 
foreign  markets.  The  organization  and  func- 
tioning of  the  agricultural  implements  division 
in  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Com- 
merce have  expanded  coincidently  with  the  in- 
crease in  farm  equipment  exi>orts/  The  division 
was  established  in  1921  to  assist  manufacturers 
and  exporters  of  such  equi])ment  and  as  foreign 
shipments  increase  the  work  of  the  division  be- 
comes more  and  more  important,  and  its  ability 
to  aid  implement  manufacturers  and  exporters 
is  correspondingly  augmented. 

General  Function*  oi  DwUhn. 

The  division's  function^!  are  manifold.  It 
gives  information  and  seeks  information,  all  for 
the  benefit  of  American  implement  manutac- 
turers  and  exporters,  who  are  thus  kept  in- 
formed of  current  conditions  in  foreign  coun- 
tries as  relating  to  their  products.  Of  secondary 
imi>ortaiice  among  those  served  by  the  division, 
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are  those  American  individuals  or  organizattons 
who  are  not  within  the  class  just  mentioned  but 
who  have,  nevertheless,  a  legitimate  interest  in 
foreign  markets  for  agricultural  implements. 
The  division  is  designed  to  foster  only  American 
trade  and  naturally  can  not  lend  its  efforts  to 
the  promotion  of  other  than  American  interests. 

Sources  of  Information, 

The  information  which  the  division  passos 
on  to  the  trade  is  derived  from  all  the  sources 
available  to  the  Department  of  Commerce. 
These  include  59  f<»r(ngn  offices  maintained  by 
the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce 
in  as  many  strategic  trade  centers  abroad.  In 
addition,  the  trade-j»ri>m(>tion  services  of  Ameri- 
can consular  officers  whose  posts  include  every 
trading  center  of  any  importance  are  available 
to  the  bureau  and  the  division.  Reports  from  (  / 
these  sources  are  constantly  streaming  in.  kee])- 
ing  the  division  informed  as  to  current  coudi- 
ti(ms,  both  generally  and  as  relating  to  agricul- 
tural implements  all  over  the  world.  Tins  in- 
formation c<msists  of  regular  weekly  and 
monthly  reiwrts  on  the  general  economic  situn- 
tion,  cabled  reports  (containing  the  latest  and 
most  authoritative  data,  including,  in  many 
cases,  specific  references  to  agricultural  imple- 
ments), and  special  rejiorts,  sent  in  as  the  condi- 
tions in  a  particular  section  seem  to  warrant. 
Many  of  the  reports  on  specilic  subjects  are  sent 
in  at  the  discretion  of  the  foreign  officer,  but 
in  numerous  cases  such  reports  are  prepared 
as  the  result  of  requests  from  the  agricultural 
implements  division. 

Aivmitaget  ni  Qmtlmiuimn  Method. 

This  method  of  requesting  specific  informa- 
tion and  outlining  it  by  means  of  a  question- 
naire has  been  found  to  be  one  of  the  most 
effective  methods  of  (»btaining  the  type  of  infer-  ^ 
mation  which  is  of  greatest  value  to  the  indus- 
try. In  this  manner  the  agricultural  implements 
division  has  conducted  world-wide  surveys  on 
forei^?n  markets  for  immps,  windmills,  tractors,  ^ 
lawn  mowers,  incubators  and  brooders,  internal- 
combustion  engines,  spraying  and  dusting  equip- 
ment, dairy  and  barn  equipment,  silos,  and 
threshers.  The  questionnaires  covering  each 
of  these  subjects  have  been  prepared  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  manufacturers  of  the  articles  and 
have  then  been  forwarded  to  the  foreign  offices 
of  the  Departments  of  Commerce  and  State. 
The  replies  received  have  been  prepared  in  the 
foim  of  special  circulars  and  distributed  to 
the  manufacturers  of  the  products  covered  in 
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the  circular.  This  method  of  gathering  infor- 
mation has  not  only  stimulated  American 
effort  in  foreign  markets,  but  has  also  aroused 
the  interest  of  foreign  buyers  in  American 
products. 

While  the  investigations  are  being  carried  on 
by  the  foreign  representatives  assigned  to 
answer  the  questionnaire,  the  contacts  that  are 
established  with  persons  potentially  interested 
in  the  article  to  be  reported  on  serve  as  a  means 
of  directing  attention  to  such  articles  of  Ameri- 
can manufacture,  and,  consequently,  many  in- 
quiries are  received  for  quotations  and  infor- 
mation regarding  such  products. 

Further  studies  of  this  nature  will  be  made 
from  time  to  time,  and  the  division  is  open  at 
all  times  to  suggestions  from  manufacturers  or 
groups  of  manufacturers  with  regard  to  any 
product  offering  a  profitable  subject  for  such 
a  study. 

Fflloe  of  Ctmmtrct  Bm^wU^ 

Such  surveys  represent  a  specific  service  of 
the  division  relating  to  partienlar  commoditfeSw 
Of  a  more  general  nature  is  the  service  rend- 
ered by  the  division  through  Commerce  Reports. 
This  weekly  publication  of  the  Barean  of  For- 
eign and  Domestic  Commerce  has  a  section 
devoted  to  agricultural  implements  wliich  usa- 
ally  contains  one  or  more  articles  diseasing 
in  a  general  way  some  foreign  market  for  faxm 
equipment  Through  this  publieatioa  the  maun- 
factnrer  or  exporter  is  Informed  of  changes 
and  developments  in  f<»reign  markets  for  im- 
plem^ts.  Ckmimerce  Beports  also  contains 
other  information  which  is  not  only  interesting 
but  essential  to  any  firm  coaeeraod  witii  fiMr^ 
eiipi  markets.  Oth^  sections  devoted  to  tiie 
discussion  of  cnrrrat  economic  conditi<«s  Ui  the 
different  world  trade  areas  include  ''Tariff 
changes/'  "Commercial  laws  and  procedure," 
''Transportation,*'  and  sections  devoted  to  the 
various  commodities. 

An  important  feature  of  Commerce  Beports 
is  the  list  ol  foreign  trade  <q[>poi^unities  pirin 
lished  eacdi  we^  These  refer  to  inquiries 
from  for^gn  importers  ¥^o  desire  to  imrehaso 
or  secure  agencies  tot  American  products.  In 
nrarlj  every  issue  will  be  found  several 
tunities  relating  to  lines  <^  agricultural  im- 
plements. Sufficient  Information  is  given  in 
Commerce  Beports  to  indicate  the  nature  of  the 
inquiry,  and  additional  data  are  famished  upon 
specific  request  of  the  interested  firm.  These 
opportunities  fi^equ^tly  result  in  orders  and 
agmicy  ammgemeiits,  and  it  la  worth  wlille 
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lof  the  manufacturer  or  exporter  to  make  k 
practice  of  looking  them  over  each  week. 

The  agricultural  implments  division  also 
in  some  cases,  at  its  discretion,  conmranicates 
certain  opportunities  for  the  sale  of  American 
products  abroad  and  possible  agency  connec- 
tions, directly  to  the  mianufacturers  concerned. 
This  is  done  in  cases  where  a  liniited  number 
of  firms  only  might  be  interested  in  a  certain 
proposition  and  when  the  division  feels  that 
such  information  can  best  be  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  interested  parties  directly  through 
the  bureau's  district  offices. 

Exporters'  Index. 

Information  of  a  more  specific  nature  than 
that  presented  in  Commerce  Reports  reaches 
the  industry  through  the  medium  of  the  Export- 
ers' Index.  This  is  a  list  of  American  firms 
which,  by  filling  out  a  prescribed  form,  have 
signified  their  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
special  services  offered  by  the  bureau.  The  cmly 
i^q^dremient  for  being  listed  on  this  index  is 
that  the  firm  shall  be  at  least  51  i>er  cent 
American  owned.  There  is  no  charge  for  the 
services  rendered.  Being  listed  on  the  index 
entitles  a  firm  to  the  automatic  receipt  of  any 
mat^ial  issued  by  .  the  bureau  which  miay  apply 
to  the  prodiKsts  that  it  manufactures  or  exports, 
or  which  covers  general  export  problems,  and 
may  be  of  interest  to  the  firm. 

The  tmrn  which  is  filled  out  for  lifting  on  the 
index  shows  the  particular  commodity  or  com- 
modities in  which  any  firm  is  interested,  and 
thus,  unless  otherwise  indicated,  a  firm  re- 
ceives only  material  pertaining  to  its  own 
lines — in  addition,  of  course,  to  data  on  taril^;^  . 
and  similarly  relevant  subjects. 

This  service  is  aut<«iatie  and  does  not  re- 
quire any  solicitation  on  the  part  of  a  firm 
after  it  has  once  been  listed  on  the  index. 
This  insures  prompt  receipt  of  information 
which  otherwise  nli^^ht  not  come  to  the  atten- 
tion of  an  interestiHl  concern.  Another  feature 
of  the  service  is  that  firms  on  the  index  receive 
notices  of  all  printed  publications  which  are 
prepared  by  the  bureau  and  therefore  are 
placed  in  a  i)osition  to  secure  publications 
promptly  and  while  the  iiiformatioii  contained 
in  thom  is  new  and  timely. 

The  division  prepares  each  month  a  statement 
of  the  monthly  exports  and  imports  of  ajrri- 
cultural  implements  listed  on  the  Exporters' 
Index.  This  information,  of  course,  is  of  prim- 
ary interest  to  those  concerned  with  export 
tm^  aud  it  i»  ^^ent.out  by  the  division  Bev- 


eral  weeks  in  advance  of  statements  whidti  are 
issued  through  other  channels.

Manufacturers  and  exporters  interested  in  a 
particular  held  or  trade  area  may  so  indicate  in 
their  application  for  listing  on  the  Exporters' 
Index,  and  they  will  then  be  in  a  position  to 
receive  all  information  issueil  by  the  bureau 
pertaining  to  that  area.  The  index  possesses  a 
certain  amount  of  elasticity,  so  that  it  may  be 
made  to  conform  to  the  individual  requireuieuts 
of  the  manufacturer. 


Direct  Inquiries  Welcomed. 

These  general  sei'vices  do  not  preclude  a  more 
direct  service  by  the  division  to  indivirlual  firms. 
Pin  ct  inquiries  are  strongly  encouraged  by  the 
division,  as  in  nuniy  cases  it  is  only  through 
such  contact  that  the  full  problems  of  a  firm 
can  be  laid  before  the  division  and  adequately 
handled.  In  this  way  the  division  is  frequently 
able  to  help  the  manufacturer  to  find  an  outlet 
for  his  products,  or  to  assist  him  in  laying  out 

\  an  export  campaign,  or  to  advise  him  in  re.2:ard 
to  the  best  methods  of  entering  export  markets. 
In  giving  such  service  the  division  is  not  de- 

»  pendent  solely  on  its  own  resources  but  has  at 
its  disposal  all  the  resources  of  the  bureau  and 
Ihe  department,  ;is  well  as  of  other  branches  of 
\l\v  Government.  When  necessary,  the  division 
nmy  call  upon  the  regional  Information  division 
tor  information  witli  respect  to  specific  trade 
areas  or  upon  the  tariff  division  or  division  of 
commercial  laws  with  regard  to  subjects  with 
which  the  experts  of  those  divisions  are  famil- 
iar; and.  in  addition,  the  commercial  intelli- 
gence division  has  in  its  files  lists  of  importers 
and  dealers  in  various  commodities  in  every 


country  of  the  world,  with  considerablo  de- 
tailed information  rehiting  to  many  of  the  firms 
shown  on  these  lists.
